The service this evening will bring 
to a close the fourteenth annual 
Seminary Week which opened at the 
local institution Wednesday morn­ 
ing when a series of lectures began. 
The last of the lectures in the sem­ 
inary chapel were delivered this 
morning and afternoon. 
Doctor A. 
W Palmer, Chicago, delivered the 
last of the Zimmerman foundation 
lectures this morning at 9 and ll 
o'clock with Eh. George W. Richards, 
Lancaster, delivering Christian bi­ 
ographies at IO o'clock this morn­ 
ing and 3 o’clock this afternoon. 
The speaker at Thursday evening's 
service in Christ Lutheran church 
was Doctor Palmer. Drawing a con­ 
trast between the use Premier Mus­ 
solini makes or the words “believe, 
obey and fight” and the use to which 
the apostle Paul put the same words, 
he declared they may well form the 
program for a Christian life when 
prefaced by careful thought. S tat­ 
ing that they imply faith, discipline 
and action, Doctor Palmer asserted 
that life depends first of all on faith, 
“the mortar which holds the bricks 
together.” Faith, he said, is believ­ 
ing tilings Unit are supremely rea­ 
sonable. 
He continued by stating that life 
is more than faith, It is a discipline. 
Your life must be brought into 
harmony with the faith to which you 
have given allegiance. Adjustments 
must be made to the hard, disap­ 
pointing, disheartening things of life 
and then you must stand foursquare 
against the world, he concluded.

j year-old son of Professor and Mrs.

Tile first of the letters, written at 
j the request of The Times, has been 
received from the island of Ma­ 
deira. It contains interesting re­ 
ports on 
his observations there, 
where the general opinion Is that 
Hitler will not force a war. 
Starry sailed from New York on 
April 21 as a member of the cruise 
staff of the Kungsholm of the Swed- 
ish-American lines. 
The itinerary, 
unless altered by European condi­ 
tions, will carry him into eight Euro­ 
pean countries and bring him back 
to New York on June 2, 
The letter follows;

we expected the little island capital 
to be a furor of excitement over the 
speech and its consequences, es­ 
pecially so because a wireless mes­ 
sage received aboard the Kungsholm 
told us that ships of the British, 
French and German navies were 
massing west of the Atlantic en­ 
trance to the Mediterranean, only 
a few hundred miles from the island 
itself and in the very seacoast of 
Portugal, Madeira's mother country.

linen tablecloths to lottery tickets. 
Mountainous Island 
“The island of Madeira is small 
and extremely 
mountainous. 
Its 
total area is only 300 square miles 
and its mountains rise 6,000 feet 
above sea level. The island is really 
nothing more than the top of an ex­ 
tinct volcano, which accounts for 
the jagged outline of its mountains 
and 
the 
numerous great gorges 
which split them from the top nearly 
to the base. 
Along the coast the 
mountains end in cliffs from one to 
two thousand feet high, between 
which are sheltered little bays lead­ 
ing to fertile and protected valleys 
each with its little village and ter­ 
raced farmlands climbing up the 
mountainside. 
“Funchal is a tiny city, in the 
midst of flower gardens, built amid 
the crescent-shaped margin of a 
sapphire bay within the shadow' of 
an ampitheatre of mysterious, purple 
mountains whose summits are us­ 
ually 
draped 
with 
snow-white 
clouds. 
’ Everyone 
who 
visits 
Madeira 
glides about the city in a ‘carr©’; 
rides the funicular railway to the 
mountain top for the view and then 
slides down by basket sledge. And, 
of course, everyone 
buys flowers, 
large bouquets of carnations, roses, 
calla 
lilies 
for 
an 
escudo—the 
equivalent of the American nickel. 
Late in the afternoon it is almost 
imperative to go out to Reid’s Pal­ 
ace hotel for tea and to linger in 
the beautiful tropical gardens sur­ 
rounding the hotel. 
In the evening 
there 4a the choice of dancing and 
roulette at the Casino or an eve­ 
ning at one of the street-side cafes, 
sampling the world-famous Madeira 
wine. 
As a member of the cruise 
staff on the Kungsholm it was my 
duty to spend part of my time at 
both places. This gave me the op-

8 Dead in Worst Chicago Fire Since 1934 


A serif' cf blasts and roaring flames destroyed five huge grain elevators in C hicago, wiped out all traces 
of eight missing men and caused damage far in excess of $3,000,000. The conflagration, described by Chicago 
fire department officials as the worst since the $8,000,000 fire in the city’s stock yards in 1934, raged for live 
hours before it was brought under control by 400 firemen. 
Eighteen men — 13 firemen and five workmen — 
were lushed to hospitals, eight of them in serious condition.

contract between the United Mine 
Workers of America (C IO .) and the 
Appalachian 
operators, 
covering 
wage and hour conditions for 346,- 
000 miners in eignt states. 
Dr John R. Stedman, conciliator 
of the United States Labor depart­ 
ment, said the contract would in­ 
clude the "union shop” clause which 
John L. Lewis, C I O. chieftain and 
president of the U.M.W.A.. had in­ 
sisted upon. 
It was this demand 
which had deadlocked the negotia­ 
tions. 
The spokesman for the operators. 
W. L. Robison, of Cleveland, said a 
drafting committee would edit the 
contract and report back to the 
joint subcommittee today. 
The joint committee of operators 
and miners will meet later to con­ 
sider adoption of the contract. 
The Appalachian conference con­ 
sists of 21 coal associations in Penn­ 
sylvania, Maryland, Ohio, eastern 
Kentucky, 
West 
Virginia, central 
Tennessee, Michigan and western 
Virginia, and employs about 346,000 
miners. 
It could not be determined how 
many operators would agree to the 
new contract.

960,000 PROJECT 
TO LINK PARK 
TO LOCAL WATER 
SYSTEM BEGINS 


Following nearly six 
years of 
study and the examination of alter­ 
nate plans, the National Park serv­ 
ice has given approval for the be­ 
ginning of a project which will pro­ 
vide a constantly safe water supply 
for 
park 
farms, service stations, 
drinking fountains and other uses 
from the mains of the Gettysburg 
Water company, according to an an­ 
nouncement made today by James 
R. 
McConaghie, 
Gettysburg 
Na­ 
tional park superintendent. 
He said that preliminary surveys 
of the work to be done estimated the 
cost at about. $60,000. Civilian Con­ 
servation corps enrollees will supply 
the labor for the work. 
Authorization already has been 
received here for the use of $4,000, 
specially allotted from CCC. fund 
balances, in the purchase of three- 
inch cast iron pipe to be used in a 
supply line from the East Ceme­ 
tery hill reservoir to the Spangler’s 
spring section. 
Mr. McConaghie said that details 
of the work are being started this 
afternoon and that the placing of 
the pipe will begin os soon as it is 
secured. The work will begin “very 
soon,” he stated. 
Second Line Planned 
Preliminary plans call for another 
main water line. 
It will tap the 
main 
connecting the 
Gettysburg 
pumping station 
with the town 
along the Emmitsburg road and ex­ 
tend to the Round Top section. No 
funds have yet been earmarked for 
that line. 
Mr. McConaghie stated this morn­ 
ing that ever since the National 
Park service of the Interior depart­ 
ment took ever the battlefield here 
from the War department in 1933 
the necessity of a safe water sup­ 
ply ISF—the battlefield has been 
realized. 
Studies on the problem were be­ 
gun almost at once on means of af­ 
fording a constantly safe water sup­ 
ply. Some of the first C C C. proj­ 
ects here were devoted to the thor­ 
ough cleaning of existing wells, the 
placing 
of 
concrete 
casings 
rn 
drilled wells and sealing all the 
wells with concrete tops. 
Seepage Caused Trouble 
But well improvement work soon 
revealed that the stony condition 
of the land made the danger of 
contamination from seepage always 
present in spite of the care taken 
to protect the wells, Mr. McCon­ 
aghie reported. Constant tests have 
been made of the water from 21 
separate sources used at various 
places on tile field, he said. 
In­ 
spections have been made regularly 
and many of the supplies often have 
been chlorinated. 
Mr. McConaghie emphasized the 
fact that “all water provided the 
public from wells on the park has 
been safe at all times,” but he added 
that the purity of the water was 
maintained only by constant care. 
Following a detailed study of the 
situation 
by 
the 
Public 
Health 
service, it was recommended that 
steps be taken toward the provision 
either of a city water supply or a 
single field supply to simplify the 
constant testing and purification 
process. 
Tile proposals for the two pos­ 
sible supplies were studied and it 
was deemed more advisable to use 


I the town water supply. Well water

F.D.R. SEES NEED 
OF SUBSTITUTE 
FOR PROFITS TAX 


Washington, May 12 (AP).—Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt said today he would 
favor repeal of the undistributed 
profits 
tax provided 
some other 
method was found to prevent what 
he called legal tax evasion by the 
wealthy. 
In a lengthy discussion of taxes 
at a press conference, the President 
emphasized 
again 
his contention 
that in place of any corporation 
levies repealed there would have to 
be found substitute taxes to bring 
in the same amount of revenue. 
He said the Treasury would sub­ 
mit to congressional committees re­ 
sults of its tax studies but that 
they would not necessarily be in the 
form of recommendations. 
Mr. Roosevelt said those who have 
been clamoring for removal of de­ 
terrents to business in the tax struc­ 
ture had failed to point out how to 
raise the revenue that would be last. 
He added some of these persons, 
in advocating such repeal were de­ 
liberately trying to remove restric­ 
tions on legal tax avoidance. 
The senate military committee^ 
meanwhile, approved By a 12 to 2 
vote a bill by Senator Lee (D-Okla> 
to draft money in wartime by forc­ 
ing citizens with a net worth of 
$1,000 or more to buy 50-year gov­ 
ernment one per cent bonds. 
The measure would provide that 
persons with a net worth of $1,000 
must invest 5 per cent of their hold­ 
ings in government bonds in war­ 
time. The percentage of investment 
would increase to 75 per cent for 
very wealthy persons. 
If the levies, including the capital 
stock, excess profits and other levies, 
were repealed, the President con­ 
tinued, about $250,000,000 in revenue 
would have to be found, 
He said that to spread tills In­ 
crease over the straight percentage 
levy would cause the little corpora­ 
tions to squawk adding there were 
160,000 
corporations 
making 
less 
than $10,000 a year. 
Mr. Roosevelt asked whether, as a 
matter of practical politics, congress 
was going to put that burden on 
the little fellows. 
He said the answer was no. 
He then asked whether congress 
would dare to put the increase j >n 
medium sized corporations and gave 
the same answer. 
The net result, he declared, would 
be that It would have to come out 
of the pockets of a very small num­ 
ber of large corporations. 
There 
again, there would be a squawk, he 
said, adding that the matter would 
have to be worked out by congres­ 
sional committees. 
The president’s remarks on taxes 
followed a suggestion by Senator 
Barkley 
(D.-Ky.) 
that action on 
business tax revision be postponed 
until next year.

REALISM 
SAW a play recently. All over America it had been acclaimed. Crowd­ 
ed houses have long assured its m onetary success. It was a realistic 
play, in which sordidness of hum an character was displayed, and in 
which tragedy figured in a big way. 
The last curtain fell, and the audience applauded actor after actor, 
as each stepped before the curtain. B ut it left me cold and depressed. I 
felt th a t I had cheated myself in witnessing a spectacle th a t neither 
stirred nor inspired me. 
W hy did people like such a type of play? 
Is 
there not enough tragic realism in every day life without again em ­ 
phasizing it upon th e stage? 
Certainly it was good acting. 
One of America’s best actors had the 
leading role. 
But when I passed out from th a t theatre I felt th a t I 
should rinse out my mind before retiring! 
The critics wrote up the play 
and called it superb art. 
Perhaps it was, but why is it th a t there are 
not more plays th a t leave one w ith a w arm glow in the heart? 
For weeks now I have been looking upon realism th a t I shall carry 
about with me for so long as I live — the realism of beauty. Pictures out 
from N ature’s settings th a t have enriched me beyond words. 
Not a false 
note anywhere. 
Nothing ugly to recall. 
You see I have gathered to 
myself a perm anent investm ent—and I intend to give away th e dividends! 
In the words of Robert Louis Stevenson: “And the true realism , always 
and every where, is th a t of the poets: to find out where joy resides, and 
give it voice beyond singing.” 
He didn’t say where sin, sordidness, 
tragedy, and unhappiness resided, because Stevenson preferred a realism 
th a t brought joy and beauty into prom inent place. 
And th a t is w hat 
the world craves right now. 
Happy realism is quite a rare treasure these days. 
One w orth the 
searching. 
And when it crops out upon the spoken stage it is w orth 
witnessing. Just the same as in real life when it inspires all who witness it. 
If the realism of war could be visited personally upon those who seek 
to create it, rather than upon those who do not w ant it, and who have to 
bear its tragic consequences, we would have no so-called D ictators a t the 
head of nations. 
D ictators only fight w ith words, feeding hate to th e 
world and slaughtering the innocent to appease their selfish am bition. 
Any war is a terrible price to pay in order to gain the realism of 
peace. 
Never, in all history h as war gained the good will of m en or 
nations. And it never will.

U. S. OFFERS TO 
AID STATE WITH 
MURDER PROBES 


Philadelphia. M ay 12 (AP) — The 
federal governm ent’s crim e-crushing 
organization offered its full aid to- 
d a y 
to 
Philadelphia 
authorities 
tearing down a m urder-m arketing 
syndicate in eastern states. 
W orking a t top speed to clear a 
tangle of fan tastic evidence in time 
for m ass trials startin g in ten days, 
Philadelphia investigators received 
word th e facilities of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation would be 
made available to them a t their re ­ 
quest. 
D i^ ric t A ttorney Charles F. Kelley 
did not im m ediately request federal 
co-operation, but told newspapermen 
aid of the governm ent men would be 
welcome, although he was “perfectly 
satisfied with the progress made by 
city and county detectives.” 
If 
the 
D epartm ent 
of 
Justice 
stepped in, it was indicated, its aid 
prim arily would be in tracing down 
fugitives and in m aking its labora­ 
tories available for analysis of poi­ 
sons and exam ination of bodies. 
Already police list more than two 
score persons slain for insurance and 
estim ate the toll m ay have been IOO. 
The G -m en are interested in the 
case largely because the investiga­ 
tion has shown it extended from 
eastern Pennsylvania headquarters 
into New York. New Jersey. D ela­ 
ware and, detectives said, possibly 
throughout the entire east. 
Indications th a t the federal law 
enforcem ent agency m ight step into 
the case appeared first several days 
ago when investigators laid to the 
slay-for-pay ring the drowning of 
Joseph Arena in 1932 during a fish­ 
ing trip off Sea Isle City, New Je r­ 
sey. 


It has not been determ ined, how­ 
ever, w hether he was drowned more 
than three miles from the Jersey 
shore — past the jurisdiction of New 
Jersey authorities. 
Several persons wanted by Phila­ 
delphia authorities have eluded cap­ 
ture and detectives said it seemed 
likely federal agents would be most 
useful in tracing them. 
Prom inent among these is a wom­ 
an, for whom a w arrant charging 
m urder has been issued. Investiga­ 
tors have described her as a “pro­ 
fessional widow” and said she was 
used by the ring to lure prospective 
victims. 
Meanwhile, right after hearings in 
which 13 men and women charged 
with participation in the m urder 
plots were held for trial or further 
hearing, two m ore bodies were or­ 
dered exhum ed for poison tests.
